It has many splen- 
did institutions for the care and pro- 
tection. of such children, but of all 
its enterprises in this direction, none 
is more deserving than the Children’s 
Hospital, which a band of philanthro- 
pic ladies started but a few short 
years ago. and which has grown to 
such an extent that aMarge and com- 
modious hospital building has been 
erected in the north end of the city. 
This building is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion and already is housing a lar- 
ger number of sick children than 
have been treated at one time in the 
history of the institution. 


Fhe new hospital is constructed up- 
on entirely modern and _ scientific 
lines in all departments, and will un- 
doubtedly shine as the greatest chil- 
dren's hospital of the Dominion when 
it is completed and in full operation. 
Now that it is ready for the tiny 
patients, Miss Ramsey, the able Sup- 
erintondent, is desirous of enrolling 
a limited number of Canadian girls 
as probationers.

The loss to these 
possibly will reach a million dollars. 
The territory is much more exten- 
sive, and the devastation, loss of pro- 
perty, as well as exposure and hunger, 
will be on a larger scale than has 
been revorded in the recent ravage of 
the river. 


Comparattvely Few Deportations. 

Ottawa, Ont.—The number of im- 
migrants, so objectionable that their 
deportation has been ordered, has not 
been very large- when the total im- 
migration is taken into account, but 
it is large enough to have created 
the opinion in some quarters that 
stricter and more rigid tests should 
be applied at the port of entry. 

The number of rejections at the 
ports of arrival since 1902 .s been 
7,528. Scr the year ensing March 
last it was 2,210, the largest on re- 
cord. The number of immigrants de- 
tained for further inspection was also 
the largest on _ record, being 8,457, 
against 7,022 for the previous fiscal 
year. Over 35,000 have been detain- 
ed since 1902. This number repre- 
sents a percéntage of rejections for 
Canadian immigration ports of 1.6 per 
cent. ’ 

The report of Commissioner Wil- 
liams at Ellis Island shows that in 
the year ending June 20, 1911, de 
portations nuinbered 14,000, or 2 per 
cent. of the total. 

Of the 740,000 aliens inspected 144,- 
000 were held for further inspection 
and inquiry. Thus the Ellis Island 
records show 89 per cent, of immi- 
grants to have been especially ex- 
amined, while the Canadian special 
detention has been only 4.6 of the 
total. Of vourse, the standard of im- 
migration to Canada and the United 
States is radically different, about 70 
per cent. of the American immigra- 
tion coming from South and South- 
Eastern Europe, where standards of 
life and morals are eyceedingly Jpw. 

Cannot Ignore Canada. 

Edmonton, Alta-~—-‘The American 
boycott ef néws of the Dominion’s 
development is bound to fail, because 
statistics of the growth of the west 
are so phenomenal that their news 
value cannot be ignored. The Unit- 
ed States papers will not accept our 
immigration stories, but they can’t 
suppress the statistics, and, in fact, 
there is to-day a very strong demand 
for them.” Such was the statement 
made by John F. Cogswell, of the 
publicity branch of the Natural Re- 
sources department of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, who is in the city in 
connection with the publicity cam- 
paign recently organized by the com- 
pany.

HEAVY IMMIGRATION 


Astonishing Number of Newcomers 
For Dominion Come By Way of 
Portland, Maine. 
Ottaw.1.—To judge from the ex- 
tremely heavy immigration traffic for 
Canada which continues to arrive via 
the United States port of Portland, 
Maine, it would appear as if that port 
had been temporarily annexed by 

Canada for her own use. 

Steamer after steamer for months 
past have unloaded record numbers 
of immigrants, of whom all but a frac- 
tion had been destined to Canada. 

All previous records for passengers 
landed by any individual steamer 
were broken on Thursday last, when, 
the steamship Zealand, from Rotter- 
dam, specially chartered by the White 
Star Domin‘on Line, in conjunction 
with the Red Star Line, landed no 
tess than 1,559 passengers, and aston- 
ishing as tre proportion may seem 
vo less than 1,557 of these were bound 
for Canado, : 


More Census Reports 


Ottawa, Onto—The census branch 
of the department of trade and com- 
merce will in the course of a short 
time, issue a_ series of interesting 
bulletins containing further informa- 
tion in regard to the census taken in 
June last. 8 

One of the most important of these 
bulletins will deal with Canadian 
manufacturers which will show an 
astonishing increase as compared 
with 1901. 

Another will give all available stat- 
istics in regard to agriculture. 

The religious persuasion of the 
people will be fully dealt with in a 
third bulletin while the fourth will 
contain a further analysis of the po- 
pulation figures which, in many’ cas- 
es will be given by townships, toge- 
ther with information as to the num- 
ber of married and unmarried people 
and the proportion of children. 

These bulletins, or most of them, 
have been In the hands of the King’s 
printer, and the proof sheets are now 
being revised. Later.on, only bullet- 
ins will be issued and it will probably 
be two years before all statistics ga- 
thered at the census will be duly 
worked out and tabulated by the cen- 
sus staff.

Strike Costs Miners $70,000,000 

London.—The loss in wages due to 
the coal strike has been $70,000,000, 
hat miners and half other trades. 
Railways lost $14,000,000. Funds of 
the federation have been almost ex- 
hausted, $7,500,000 being the amount 
paid out in strike pay and in manv 
districts the crganizations are bank- 
rupt,

i” Luke vi, 12, 13, tells of His spend- 


ing all night in prayer to God and- 
then, when it was day, of His choos- 
ing twelve of His disciples, whom He 
named apostles. I often wonder if 
we understand prayer as practised by 
Him. Think of our prayers, a few 
moments of confession and petition, 
and contrast this “continued all night 
in prayer to God” He had nothing 
of sin to confess, so it must have 
been an all night of communion with 
His Father concerning the things of 
the kingdom and _ concerning these 
men whom He was about to set apart 
specially for Himself. Verse 13 of 
our lesson says that He called unto 
Him whom.He would and they came 
unto Him. On the last night before 
he was crucified He said to them,

he salled these men He had in mind 
not merely the few years of ministry 
in a mortal body, with mugh weak- 
ness and failure on their part, but 
He saw the kingdom and the twelve

ing the twelve tribes of Israel (Matt. 
xix, 28; Luke xxii, 80). It was not 
the time to talk with them of that; 
but, though He did speak of it before 
He left them. He also said, “I have 
yet many things to say unto you but 
ye cannot bear them now” (John xv, 
16: xvi. 12). We called them that 
they might be “with Him,” He want- 
ed them not only in His company, but 
to be wholly one with Him, seeing 
things as He did, having His mind 
about things, as far as such mortals 
could; but oh, how they failed, and 
how we fail, and how we must arieve 
Him by our unbelief and our own 
thoughts instead of His!

NEW TYPE OF DREDGER. 


Beetch Machine That Digs at Depth of 
Sixty-five Feet. 
There has just been launched on the 
Clyde a dredger of an entirely new 
type, built to the order of the British 
admiralty. This new patent cutter 
suction hopper dredger has a hopper 

capacity of 2,006 cona, 

‘This dredger, the St. Lawrence, is 
the first of its type constructed in the 
United Kingdom to dredge clay and 
other solid materials by means of a 
spiral cutter, a recent development in 
dredge building. The vessel is fitted 
with an independent set of triple ex- 
pansion engines for driving the dredg- 
ing pump and bas a separate engine 
room immediately fn front of the hop- 
per compartment fitted with a com- 


plete installation of auxiliary machin- | 


ery. Three rine type steel boilers 
supply steam for the propelling and 
pumping engines and for all other ma- 
chinery throughout the dredger. 

In order to withstand the concussion 
when dredging in clay mixed with 
stones the dredging pump is huge and 
effective. The suction pipe is carried 
on a girder led through a well for- 


ward, and its length enables dredging | 


to be done sixty-five feet below water 
line. The dredger bas also been de- 
signed for cutting its own flotation. 
The cutter at the mouth of the suction 
pipe Is driven through a line of shaft- 
ing fitted on the upper side of the suc- 
tion frame and machine cut steel gear- 


ing, actuated by a set of powerful, in- | 
dependent, compound condensing en- | 


gines. In addition to the usual winches 


for mooring from the deck at bow and | 


stern a special winch is placed amid- 
ships from which the moorings are 
led along the suction frame to fair 
leads at the lower end. The contents 
of the hopper can be discharged either 
through the doors in the ordinary way 
or overhead by the pump for land rec- 
lamation. The construction of the ves- 
sel enables it to discharge into barges 
moored alongside or through a plpe 
line in addition co loading into its own 
hopper.—Consular Report. 


GILMAN CANCER CURE. 


New Treatment of Disease Appears te 
Be Successful. 

The new cancer cure developed by 
Dr. P. K. Gilman, the chief surgeon 
at the government hospital at Manila, 
has apparently proved successful with 
all patients on whom it has been tried, 
and experiments are to be made with 
it at Johns Hopkins hospital. Dr. Gil 
man has been experimenting for more 
than nine years with his process. It 
is briefly as follows: The patient is 
operated upon, and as much as possi- 
ble of the infected portion is removed. 
The wound is thoroughly cleaned, and 
the substance removed by the opera- 
tion is put through a special process. 
It is ground up, heated, various drugs 
are added, the whole is subjected to 
a very high pressure, and while in this 


state the vaccine is extracted. This is | 


in turn injected into the blood vessels 
of the patient, and in most cases three 
treatments of the same nature, but 
administered at intervals of two weeks, 
are required. Ip short, the operation 
consists simply in injecting into the 
blood of the patient vaccine from the 
very cancerous growth from whch he 
suffers. Three days are required In 
most cases for a reaction, and during 
this time the temperature of the pa- 
tient increases until it reaches 104 
degrees. 


In about three days the action of the | 


serum becomes localized in the vicini- 
ty of the cancer and the tissues begin 
to heal, while a more healthy. condi- 
tion becomes apparent. After a con- 
valescent period of several months the 
patients whom Dr. Gilman has treat- 
ed have been pronounced well, and in 
no instance has there been a recur- 
rence of the trouble. This establishes 
the fact, therefore, that in the early 
history of tbe cases, after the opera- 
tion bas been performed and the in- 
jection made, the cure 44 efficacious.

Origin of tne Curfew.
